7 HOURS SLEEP OUT OF 60. 


LOCAL SPEAKERS ACCOMPANY-

RED CLOUD, Neb., Oct. 28.—Wm. J. Bry- 
an continues his marvelous dispiay of en- 
durance, In the four days since his depart- 
ure from Lincoin he has made about 
speeches and has been traveling night and 
day. When the railroad is available he 
buys his ticket and takes his seat in an or- 
dinary car, and when there is no railroad he 
hires a carriage and drives over the prairie 
to his next appointment. 

He has drtven 18 miles on each of

Hie made three speeches yesterday at 
points far apart, and he is scheduled for 17 
to-day—probably as many as any one man 
ever made in any one day.

Hie is beginning to show signs of the ter- 
rible strain. His eyes are red from loss of 
sleep, his voice has grown hoarse again and 
the lines in his face are deepening like 
scars. But he will not quit—he has no 
thought of auch a thing. He expects in il 
davs to make every one of the 81 speeches 
arranged for the fusionist committee, 
and more if they are needed. Probably 
there is no other man living who could do 
it, and it may leave him broken down, but 
he will fight it through. 

It is not a matter of personal pride, but 
it is what he believes to be his duty. He 
said in one of his speeches this week that 
it was not his highest ambition to become 
President of. the United States, but to 
achieve the social and economic reforms 
that he advocated; and every one here be- 
lieves this declaration to be sincere. Repub- 
licans as wel] as Democrats have the high- 
est admiration for his personality, his hon- 
est and cleanly life and his earnestness of 
purpose. 

He is always cheerful, despite the great- 
est hardship and severest strain. During the 
last three days he has been ever gay and 
animated, while his half -lead train of fol- 
lowers dragged wearily after him. In the 
night drives, when the horses’ head 
invisible, and others, while sitting 
erect, slept through sheer weariness, It 
was his voice always that roused the tired 
epirits of his companions. 

When it is necessary to take a train at 
2 o'clock in the morning he it is that begins 
the trip with the anticlaption of a boy going 
en his first journey.

OW many of you boys would know 
what to do if a larger fellow waiked 
up to you and struck you?

What 
earthly chance would you have against 
him? 

Or even if he knew no more about hand- 
ling his hands than vou do, and yet hap- 
pened to be a trifle stronger and quicker? 
You would be helpless against him. 

Now, this is not right. No boy, ‘or man 
for that matter) ought to wantonly seek a 
fight, or bully a smaller chap. Still, every- 
body ought to understand how to protect 
himself. That is not only a convenience 
but a duty. , 

Such skill as I have is at your service. 
And as that skill has enabled me to wih 
® ring batties and ri to the rank of cham- 
oxer of the world, it 
may also help you.

Hiere then are some pointers which will 
enable any Boy to learn boxing at home. 

In the first place take care of your gen- 
eral health, No man can neglect that and 
become a crack boxer. As well expect a 
race horse to make good time over a 
ploughed field, or Dewey to conquer Ma- 
nila with a rotten, leaky fleet. 

The greatest evils to be avoided are liquor, 
tobacco and late hours. I have steered 
clear of all three and I owe my success 
mainly to that fact. Drink, especially, has 
ruined more good athletes than has any- 
thing else, 

it ruins the wind and damages the whole 
svstem. So does tobacco. 

Sce that all your habits are regular and 
good. Keep your digestion in order, eat 
wholesome food and be careful in no way 
tou Weaken or injure yourself.

guard the heart in a close-quarter scrim- 
mage. It is with the left arm, remem- 
ber. that you do most of your leading, 
while the right should be reserved for close- 
quarter work and for guarding. 

After you become proficient you 
change this guard to suit yourself, 
is well to begin in this way. 

Turn the head a little more to the right, 
not too far, but enough to avoid offering 
a full face to your opponent's attack. 

The first move in boxing (as taught in 
many good schools) is the etraight left lead, 

Hit out with your left for my face. Don't 
haul your arm away back before hitting. 
If you did that in a real fight I would not 
only know just what you were about to do, 
but, while your arm was going so far 
back, mine would be shooting forward. 

Just hit out straight for my face with 
vour left; not stiffly, but letting the shoul- 
der go with the blow, and at the same 
time not twisting the body out of posi- 
tion, but bending slightly forward to give 
weight to the blow. 

The moment the blow has fairly landed 
get your arm pack to position. Be sure not 
to lower your right-hand guard when hit- 
ting thus with the left. If you do you have 
both heart and wind exposed. 

Next lead with the right for my face in 
the same manner, avoiding the same mis- 
takes. 

Get back on guard. Lead for my face 
with the left and bring it back,to guard. 
Then lead for my face with the right, 
hringing tagat back, too. Repeat th’'s sev- 
eral times. Don't bend the Knees when 
leading for the face. 

These two simple blows are among the 
first principles of boxing, and easy as viey 
seem, they need a lot of practice. 

Now let me show you how to parry these 
two straight leads.

Production of Precious Metals. 


| To the Editor of the Vost-Dispatch. 


in your issue of to-day, under head of 
“Gold Output Grows,’ you show that the 
Director of the Mint’s report of the world's 
production in aggregate for 1898 gives $276,- 
521,700 of gold, which, at $20 per ounce, is 
12.426.035 ounces.
